Cypriot forces stopped the Egyp- 
tians’ attempt to storm the plane at 
Larnaca Airport in a bloody battle on 
Sunday night that left 15 Egyptian 
commandos dead. 

Interfor Minister Christodoulos 
Benjamin told a news conference 
that Cypriot and not Egyptian courts 
would try the two Arab terrorists, 
who began the two days of bloodshed 
on Saturday in a Nicosia hotel by kill- 
ing Cairo newspaper editor Youssef 
el-Sibaei, a confidant of Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat. 

The pair, who seized hostages and 
took over the Cypriot jetliner after 
the killing, were formally charged 
with murder yesterday. 

Ghali, who told reporters earlier 
that Egypt would have further con- 
suitations on the incident with 
Cyprus, was due to return to Cairo 
last night with the bodies and sur- 
viving commandos aboard a special 
flight. 

A heavy escort of police vehicles 
flanked the convoy on the drive from 
Larnece to Akrotiri, 90 km. away. 

The dead were carried in coffins in 
two trucks, while the wounded 
travelled in ambulances. The unin- 
jured commandos rode in the backs 
of trucks. 

Av Egyptian C-130 Hercules 
military transport arrived in Cyprus 
yesterday to pick them up, along 
with the bodies of their comrades.

The hospital. after telling him to 
put the vial outside his house, rushed 
over a physics expert who examined 
the material and the boys and found 
that the level of radiation from the 
vial was not high. Had the boys 
succeeded in breaking the vizl, 
however, they would have put their 
lives in danger, the expert said.

NRP hopes to legalize 
Sabbath street barriers

The National Religious Party is 
considering initiating a bill which 
would legalize blocking religious 
neighbourhoods to Sabbath traffic. 

The party's Knesset faction 
yesterday instructed its cabinet 
ministers and head of the Knesset 
faction to take the matter up with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin and 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir. 
(representing the Likud and 
Democratic Movement for Change, 
the NRP's coalition partners). 

The NRP's move is designed to 
avert a snowball effect to Attorney- 
General Aharon Barak's decision to 
prosecute Bnel Brak’s Mayor 
Yisrae] Gottleth and his city counci] 
for putting up a chain across Rehov 
Hashomer on the night of Friday, 
duly 1, causing the death of a jeep 
passenger. 

NRP MKs yesterday voiced con- 
cern that the attorney-general’s 
decision may lead to demands to ban 
Sabbath roadblocking elsewhere in 
Israel. (Orthodox neighbourhoods in 
Bnei Brak and Jerusalem are closed 
to Sabbath traffic, and the section of 
Allenby Road in front of the main 
synagogue in Tel Aviv is closed to 


traffic during Sabbath services.) 

The chairman of the NRP's 
Knesset faction, Yehuda Ben-Meir, 
reported yesterday that Barak's 
decision may have caused “a new 
legal situation" regarding this prac- 
tice, and legislation may be required 
to maintain the status quo. 

The NRP ΜΈ decided not to in- 
tervene in Barak's decision to 
prosecute Gottle!b and his city coun- 
ell. Interior Minister Yosef Burg and 
other MKs expressed surprise at 
Barak's decision, which was taken 
without considering the impact on 
the public. But the MKs agreed the 
matter is sub judice and Barak acted 
in accordance with his powers. 

They decided to oppose proposed 
Knesset debates on Barak's deci- 
sion. This decision will also apply to 
NRP MK Pinhas Sheinman's request 
for an urgent Knesset debate on the 
matter.

The Kiryat Anavim school is owned by that 
kibbutz and a number of other better-off 
Jerusalem Corridor settlements. Last autumn 
parents in Aminadav, Ora and Even Sapir refus- 
ed to follow an Education Ministry directive 
reassigning their children from Kiryat Anavim, 
where they had been successfully integrated, to 
the totally disadvantaged Ein Karem school on 
Jerusalem's western outsidrts. Α 
As the result of their refusal a committee of 
Hebrew University educators was set up in 
November under Prof. Haim Adler to examine 
their stand, and the parents in turn agreed to 
shetve further action pending its findings. 
Those findings — that the children should 
return to Kiryat Anavim — were made public

Nazi propaganda 


received here

TEL AVIV. — The lzrael Aesoctation 
of Fighters and Victims of Nazism 
will seek action by both the German 
and U.S. governments against the 
rising tide of neo-Nazi activity. The 
association itself has recently 
received Nazi propaganda material, 
some mailed from Germany, but 
mostly originating In the U.S. 
Prime Minister Begin has been 
notified of the mail received by the 
association and has been asked to 
raise the matter with the German 
“and American authorities. 

Much of the materlal received 
originated in Lincoln, Nebraska, 
although it is written in German. It is 
not clear whether the authors are 
German expatriates or native 
American Nazis, 

{The Jerusalem Post on February 
10 pictured Gerhard Lauck, 24, 
editor of the official American Nazi 
Party newspaper — which he 
publishes in Lincoln, because it is 0- 
legal in Germany.) 

Association secretary-general 
Avraham Neumann told the press 
that a "Nazi international'’ is 
operating around the giobe, spon- 
soring conventions and meetings. In 
Germany alone, there were at least 
80 ‘“‘sentimental gatherings'' of 
former SS members, he said. Britain 
and France also had Nazi get- 
rs. 


Some of the material sent to the 
association comes from a Philip 
Rosenberg in Neustadt, Germany, 
written on behalf of the ‘‘Werewolf 
Group — the Greater Germany Com- 
bat Unit.” 


Minister rejects 
call for tighter 
anti-Nazi laws 


BONN (ITA). — Diether Posser, 
Justice Minister of the West German 
state of North Rhine-Westphalia and 
chairman of the Coordinating Com- 
mittee of State Justice Ministers, 
has rejected a suggestion by Federal 
Justice Minister Hans-Jochen Vogel 
that tighter laws might be necessary 
to combat the increasing spread of 
Nazi propaganda. 

Poaser said in a TV interview that 
tougher measures should not be con- 
sidered unless there wes ‘‘convin- 
eing evidence’ that there are 
loopholes in existing laws banning 
Nazi Ὁ 

Meanwhile, police in West Berlin 
broke up a meeting of the banned 
Nazi Party. The 17 participants, 
some carrying swastikas, were 
released after questioning. 

And in Soltau, north Germany, two 
men who gave Nazi salutes at last 
week's funeral of former Rome 
Gestapo chief Herbert Kappler have 
been charged by police with “using 
the emblems of an unconstitutional 
organization.”

U.S. poll: Egypt 
is doing the most 
for Mideast peace 


NEW YORK (AP). — A majority of 
Americans feel that Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat has done more 
than Israel Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin or U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter to achieve peace in 
the Mideast, according to a 


_ “Newsweek"'-Gallup poll. 


‘The poll, released on Sunday, also 
showed that American support for 
Israel has declined since peace 
negotiations with Egypt began in 
November. 

Of the 654 persons interviewed by 
telephone last week, 33 per cent said 
their sympathiea were with Israel. A 
similar poll of 1,500 persons last Oc- 
tober showed 46 per cent siding with 
Israel, the magazine reported. 

Some 45 per cent of those inter- 
viewed in the latest poll said they 
belleved Egypt was most willing to 
compromise in an effort to achieve 
-peace, white 26 per cent said Israel 
was most flexible. 

Asked to rate the performances of 
national leaders, 66 per cent rated 
Sadat's efforts as “good” or “ex- 
cellent.” Carter received a 47 per 
cent rating; Begin, 41 per cent; and 
Israel Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan, 80 per cent. 

Most of those surveyed also said 
they did not want the U.S. to put 
more pressure on Israel or Egypt to 
reach a settlement.

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Assad visits Kremlin 
in anti-Sadat bid 


MOSCOW. — Soviet leaders yester- 
day welcomed Syrian President 
Hafez Assad to Moscow for talks ex- 
pected to focus on ways of counter- 
ing Kigypt's peace negotiations with 
Israel. 

As a sign of the importance which 
the Kremlin attaches to relations 
with Syria, one of its principal Arab 
allies, Soviet President Leonid 
Brezhnev was present to greet his 
guest in person at Moscow's 
Vnukovo Airport. 

Assad’s visit, due to last three 
days, was seen by diplomatic 
observers as a follow-up to the 
Algiers summit earlier this month at 
which a five-member Arab front con- 
demned Egypt's initiative and called 
on the Soviet Union to reassert its in- 
fluence in the Middle East. 

Soviet Premier Alexel Kosygin 
responded in a speech here last week 
by welcoming the front’s formation 
as “an important political step to 
prevent the dangerous consequences 
of (Egyptian President Anwar) 
Sadat's capitulatory policy." 

Assad has emerged as leader of 


the "front for steadfastness and con- 
frontation,"' and hig visit is likely io 
underscore Soviet backing for its 
aims. 

It was Assad’s sécond visit to 
Moscow in less than one year. He 
was last here in April of 1977 on a 
mission to heal the chill in Syrian- 
Soviet relations which developed 
when Syria intervened in the 
Lebanon fighting. Assad's Foreign 
Minister Abdel Halim Khaddam 
visited Moscow late last November 
for consultations. 

Western observers said that the 
flow of Soviet armaments to Syria 
has risen drastically in recent 
months. 

Assad was preceded to the Soviet 
Union last week by Libya's No. 2 
leader, Major Abdel Salam Jalloud. 

Arab press reports said Libya had 
Pledged $2b. in military and 
economic aid to Syria at the Algiers 
summit conference of the anti-Sadat 
group that also included Algeria, 
South Yemen and the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. (Reuter, 
UPI, AP} 


Somalis claim hit-and-run 
raids in key Ethiopian city 


MOGADISHU (Reuter). — Somali 
forces said yesterday they have 
staged hit-and-run raids in the in- 
dustrial city of Dire Dawa, one of 
Ethiopie’s main defence bastions in 
the Ogaden war and the site of a ma- 
jor air base. 


As the war, now concentrated in 
and around the Ahmar Mountains 
along the north of the Ogaden plain, 
goes through 2 period of relative 
calm, Somali leaders said they had 
sent men inside the Dire Dawa 
defences to attack military per- 
sonnel and other targets. 


Abdinasir Sheik Adan, assistant 
secretary-general of the Western 
Somalia Liberation Front (WSLF), 
told newsmen at his office here: 
“The attacks were made in the last 
three or four days." 

He said an Ethiopian counter- 
offensive to break out eastwards 
from Dire Dawa and the old walled 
city of Harar to the south, which 


began in late January, had been 
halted. 

If the attacks are independently 
confirmed, it will throw serious 
doubt on the effectiveness of the 
defences around one of Ethiopla's 
most important forward supply 
bases. 

Reporters were taken over the 
weekend to Somali positions about 20 
km. east of Harar to a point 
overlooking Fiyambiro. The town 
was deserted and enemy forces were 
ranged along the hills on either side 
of it. 

Ethiopian air raids, which WSLF 
leaders said had been extremely 
heavy since late January, have 
stopped in the last few days. 

Asked why there was a lull in the 
fighting, Abdinasir said: ‘'The 
Ethiopians, with their Cuban, Rus- 
sian and other allies, made a 
counter-attack. We stopped them. 
They could not move another inch 
ferward."" 


Dollar hits new low on German market 


BONN (UPI). — The dollar hit a 
record low of DM2.0405 yesterday 
and fears were expressed that it still 
had not touched bottom. The dollar's 
decline was said to be straining 
German-American relations 50 bad- 
ly that Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
no longer tries to hide his aversion to 
President Carter, the West German 
magazine “Der Spiegel"’ reported 
yesterday. 

The influential newspaper 
“Frankfurter Aligemeine Zeitung" 
sald New York financial circles no 
longer rule out the possibility that 


the dollar will sink to 1.80 marks next 
month. 

“Tt is doubted that Was! 
either is able to or wants to halt the 
slide," the newspaper said. 

The dollar was fixed at DM2.0405 
on the Frankfurt currency exchange 
compared to Friday's fixing of 
DM2.0585. This was the lowest rate 
in history. The previous low was 
DM2.0575, recorded at the opening of 
the exchange on Friday. The dollar 
has fallen more than 50 per cent 
since the West German state was 
founded in 1949.

PARIS. — Georges Wormser, 
French banker and former president 
of the Paris ‘Consistory and the Cen- 
tral Consistories for France and 
Algeria, has died in Paris at the age 
of 90. 

Wormser headed Premier 
Georges Clemenceau's personal 
cabinet from 1917 to 1920. He later 
ran the cabinet of a leading Jewish 
politician, Georges Mandel, who was 
killed during the Nazi occupation of 


France in World War Two. 

He founded the Banque 
d@’Escompte and was president of the 
Banque Wormser F'reres. In the 
First World War Wormser was 
wounded five times and in the second 
war was a leading in the 
resistance movement in the Lyons 
area. 

Wormser set up the Curie Founda- 
tion. an anti-Cancer organization, 
and wrote a number of books about 
Clemenceau and French Judaism.

Arabs denounce Egypt's raid 


The assassination of a prominent 
Egyptian newspaper editor, Youssef 
el-Sibaei, by two Arab terrorists 
drew angry reaction from some 
Arab quarters yesterday. Others 
criticized the Egyptian raid to free 15 
hostages held by the two men after 
the slaying. 

Syria issued a statement on 
Damascus Radio describing the 
Egyptian raid as an “‘act of piracy" 
that ended in ‘‘total failure...a

In Kuwait, the daily “41-Ε5] Al- 
Aam" denounced Sibaei's assassina- 
tion as an “irresponsible act" and 
urged the PLO to take drastic 
measures to curb terrorism that 
threatens to undermine the Paleati- 
nian cause. ‘Assassination will 
never restore or liberate one inch of 
Palestinian land,” the newspaper 
said. Ἐν τ8ε way to Palestine's Ifbera- 
tion does not pass through Cyprus, 
Washington or Moscow but can only 
begin from Arab soil."

Cairo funeral mob rage against PLO 


CAIRO (WPNS). — Thousands of 
angry, weeping Egyptians chanted 
bitterly anti-Palestinian curses and 
invective on Sunday at the funeral of 
editor Youssef Sebaci, assassinated 
by two terrorists on Saturday in 
Nicosia. 


It was the first time since Egypt 
took up the Palestinian cause that 
Egyptians have openly expressed 
hostility to the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and its leader, Yasser 
Arafat, 


Police reacted mildly and in some 
cases joined the angry shouts of the 


grieving demonstrators as they 
chanted, ‘‘take your dogs away, 


on Entebbe. ‘The alliance between 
{Egyptian President) Sadat and 
Israel is demonstrated by the 
recourse to similar types of terrorist 
operations,” the daily wrote.. 

In a brief statement, Libya's of- 
ficial Jamahiriya News Agency 
charged that the fact that Israel 
Television was among the frat news 
organizations to report the raid was 
proof the commandos had acted in 
coordination with Israel. 

“Almost every day Sadat provides 
further evidence of being mad and 
lasing his mind," said JANA. 

The Arab League strongly con- 
demned the assassination of Sibaei. 
“This criminal act has been 
Perpetrated by enemies of the 
Palestinian cause,” a spokesman 
said. 

Sadat came in for sharp criticisra 
from Nicosia’s Socialist Party 
newspaper “Anexartitos,"" ‘‘ 
gave a lesson not only to Sadat, but 
to all those who think they can 
violate the integrity of small coun- 
tries at will," the newspaper said in 
an editorial.

‘With a decline in terror activities, 
the Police have considered 
Civil Guard vohmteers to help main- 


᾿ tain public order and prevent crime. 


However, this might not be prac- 
ticable in view of the age and train- 
ing of the volunteers and is not in ac- 
cordance with the law under which 
the Civil Guard was established. 


POLICE LOCKUPS 


These are intended for suspects 
‘who have not yet been charged and 
are not guilty under the law. In rural 
areas, there are lockup cells in 
police stations. The Committee 
visited the Abu Kabir lockup in Tel 
Aviy and found conditions similar to 
those of ἃ prison, except that the 
detainees wear civiltan clothes. 

Discussions between suspect and 
lawyer sometimes take place with 
more than one suspect and his at- 
torney in the same room, making 
both supervision and consultation 
difficult. The conditions make it im- 
possible to-separate types of

The lockup has a section for 
women which is filted nightly with 
prostitutes picked up in police raids 
and released in the morning without 
being charged. They are not 
separated from other prisoners. The 
Committee: recommends that con- 
‘ditions in the lockup should be im-. 
proved and that suspects who are 
violent or who have past records 
should be separated. 

The effectiveness of the Police 
rests largely on public trust and 
cooperation. The Police command 
must therefore enforce a high level 
of morality and discipline. Because 
of the difficulties involved in one 
policeman investigating another, the 
Committee recommends that a 


_special unit be set up in the 
Inv 


estigation Branch to supervise in- 
vestigations of suspect policemen. 
᾿ς Because justice must alzo be seen 
to-be done, the unit should complete 
its investigation as quickly as posst- 
‘ble and isgue 4 statement on its fin- 
dings to the State Attorney. A 
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offence is an integral part 
policeman’s duty — az in the case of 
the use of excessive force. In 
borderline cases, the State Attarney 
should decide if a case 15 criminal or 
diseiplinary. 


Public Complaints 


The commissioner of public com- 
plaints agatnst the police is respansi- 
ble te the Inspector-General, but the 
Committee thinks that his place is in 
the Interior . Tt thinks that 
he should bear complaints from 
policemen as weil as civilians, and 
also that police should be allowed to 
make complaints directly and not 
through the channels of authority. 

4s a result of the closing of Ἰοσ δὲ 
stations, relations between the 
Pollee and local authorities have 
been weakened. The Committee 
recommends setting up joint public 
security committees in the large 
cities and rural areas to smooth out 
differences between the Police and 
local government and make the 
former more aware of local 
problems.

Driving angels 
The notes that between 
1972 and 1976 the number of 
registered vehicles increased by 
one third: from some 330,000 to 
440,000. In the same period the 
number of traffic tickets issued 
(not including parking, 
pedestrians, or cyclists) rose 
from close to 200,000 to 268,000. 
‘This is less than ppt a 
year vehicle, and cates 
beyond any doubt the absence of 
adequate police control. “Hither 
Israel! drivers are angels, or the 
lack of control on the roads 
enables every driver to drive as 


be equipped with the required 
modern equipment. This means, 
above all, vehicles of the power 


and speed that can rival any vehi- 
cle on the roads. . 


‘The marketing proceas in part in- 
volves breaches of the existing law. 
Wholesalers do not sell direct to 
retailers, as the law provides. 
Instead they sell to sub-wholesalera 
or to » who then sell to 
retailers. This chain-trading drivea 
up retail prices considerably. 

While all this is known to the 


. authorities and has been reported in 


the news media, it is claimed that 
the existing law is outmoded and 
cannot be enforced. ‘ 

The highly centralized ‘way in 
which the mar! of agricultural 
produce is creates the con- 
ditions for monopoly groups. These 


groups sometimes assert their 
“rights" with the use of force. The 


. methods by which wholesalers, dis- 


tributora and retailers do business 
are an open invitation to large-scale 
income tax evasion. Payments are 
largely made in cash. 

Τὰ fact, there is no control by the 
income tax authorities, and — under 
the existing conditions — no such 
control is feasible. 

The profitability of the 
agricultural branch has contributed 
to increased thefts which give reason 
for concern. 

The problem took on new dimen- 
sions after the Six Day War, when 


- thousands of workers from the ad- 


ministered territories crossed the 
“green line” to work in Israel. . 

These thefts in all agricultural 
branches total about a quarter of ἃ 
billion pounds every year. 

While most of this thieving is 
“amateur” in character, it has taken 
on a more “organized” character in 
the last five years. This goes so far 
that “‘ordera"’ for the theft of certain 
agricultural products — or for equip- 
ment — are placed and filled. Some 
of the stolen produce is exported. 

Police road-blocks, which ha 
been instituted in recent years, have 
led to the discovery of ‘‘mixed,"" 
Arab-Jewish gangs of agricultural 
thieves. For example, fertilizer 


‘worth about IL350,000 was stolen 


trom ἃ locked, concrete store-house. 


‘At night gangs using stolen trucks 


steal picked fruit awaiting shipment 
to the market in the morning. The 
fruit is sold the same night, the 
organized gangs threatening anyone 
who stands in their way with 


ὁ violence. 


Last year a network of 
receivers of stolen fruit was un- 
covered in Tulkarm. The receivers 
would rewrap the stolen Shamuti 
oranges and pack them in the type of 


boxes used on the West Bank. The | 


fruit was then shipped to Kuwalt, 
Saudia and other countries. 

Because of the lack of manpower, 
the police is unable to handle the 
problem. Although farmers -- at 
their own, expense — guard 
their Selds and warehouses, thia ac- 
Hon is of necessity inadequate.

NOAM SHERRIF must be con- 
gratulated for the unconventional 
- and daring choice of works for his se- 
cond “Of Men and Music’’ concert. 

Haasler's Canzona, played by two 
brass choirs in the style of the great 
Gabriell, provided s magnificent 
opening. This majestic -antiphonal 
music, originating in 16 and 17 cen- 
tury Venice, should be brought into 
the concert hell much more aften. I 
see no reason why it should not be in- 
cluded in ordinary subscription con- 
certs. 

Hassler was followed by a work by 
Austrian composer Friedrich Cerha. 
Regrettably, ‘Mirror Two" is an ex- 
tremely weak piece; except for its 
clusters and cluster-initiated string 
glissandi, \t relays nothing — except, 
perhaps, 23 a means of introducing 
new sonorities and meking people 
acquainted with sound combinations 
not based on the tried. 

The highlight of the concert was 
Debussy's ‘‘Nocturnes."" Sheriff 


handied the score with unusual 
delicacy and sensitivity, bringing 
out all the fine shades and refined 


* nuances in a really excellent perfor- 
mance. Sheriff deserves unqualified 
praise. 

The guitarist was, in 8 way, a dis- 
appointment. By choosing Rodrigo's 
Concierto de Aranjuez, Doron 
Salomon had to cope with one of the 
best known and most popular pieces 
in the guitar repertoire. Regrettably 
he did not stand up to the occasion. 
His playing lacks warmth and in- 
velvement; the famous second 
movement hardly was the deeply 
moving song that it should have 
been. The third movement, though 
undoubtedly the weakest link in the 
chain, was a complete failure. Coor- 
dination of orchestra and solo part 
also was not very 

The concert ended with Boris 
Blacher's neoclassical, Hindemith- 
and-Stravinsky-inspired ‘‘Concer- 
tante Musik.” Though the first part 
of the piece needed much more 
polish, the final orchestral surge 
developed into an impressive 
climax. 

Not all the performances were as 
satisfactory as one might have 
wished; but the concert nevertheless 
must be regarded as a real success. 
Sheriff was an excellent moderator; 
his explanations undoubtedly helped 
in the easy absorption of the music. 
But what really counted was the big 
audience, which was not frightened 
away by the programme and which 
did not hesitate to expose itself to a 
refreshing approach to program- 
ming and an unconventional 
framework.

Thus Papeo Lid, manufacturers of 
cotton velour and knit-garments, has 
been expanding rapidly. According 
to Yehuda Flakowitz, the young 
founder of Papco, last year the com- 
pany had sales of Ji20m., half of 
which was in exports. But export 
shipments for the half year ending 
this April will result in 50 per cent 
lower earnings. ‘In the long run this 
will force us to limit our sales in spite 
of our ability to sell more,"’ 
Flakowitz told The Jerueatem Post . 

‘The garment Industry is not a par- 
ticularly capital-Intensive one, and 
ingenuity is generally amply 
rewarded. In spite of complaints 
about future prospects, it is to be ex- 
pected that the industry will con- 
tinue to flourish.

TEL AVIV. — Koor Industries Ltd. 
continues to maintain its top position 
as Tereel's largest manufacturing 
group as well as the largest ex- 
porter, apart from the diamond in- 
dustry. General Manager Nattall 
Blumenthal said yesterday that the 
company’s exports for 1877 totalled 
$260m. and that there is every reason 
to beleve that §320m. worth of ex- 
ports will be produced this year. In 
spite of certain problems created by 
the ‘‘economic upheaval,"* 
Blumenthal considers a 23 per cent 
rise in exports a realistic target.

Stop leaks about 
the condition 
of certain banks —

Banker members of the Bank of 
Israel's advisory committee are 
reportedly disturbed by leaks com- 
ing out of the central bank.

Bank of Israe} director-general 
Eliezer Sheffer reported to the ad- 
visory committee this week that 
public purchases of foreign currency 
have slowed down in the past few 
days, following acquisitions of ap- 
proximately IL6,000m. in foreign 
currency in the past two months. 

He said the upsurge in foreign 
currency purchases wes merely 8 
stabilization of individuals’ savings 
programmes following last Oc- 
tober's economic reform, which in- 
cluded an end to foreign currency

for 1977, 

“A better break for production 
workers and guarding against ero- 
sion of low-wage earners" take-home 
pay should be the two main objec- 
tives in all new contract 
negotiations,"’ Katz asserted. 


He added: ‘Last year the 
economy lost about half a million 
workdays because of strikes. If we 
could avert those strikes this year 
and translate that lost money into 


economic improvement, we could. 


easily prevent the standard of living 
of our underprivileged citizens from 
falling further." 

According to Dr. Katz‘ reading of 
last year’s wage and productivity 
statistics, an employer's labour 
costs during the first nine months of 
last year rose faster than the 
average output-per-hour of workers 
in the 1975-1977 period. ... . 

Another disappointing finding, ac- 
cording to Dr. Katz, waa thet the 
number of persons taking jobs in the 
service industries was rising while 
the number accepting manufac- 
turing jobs has remained stable and 
— in the building trades — has ac- 
tually dropped. 

The work force in banks and other 
financial institutions increased by 
nine per cent in the first nine months 
of 1977; the number of workers in 
persona] services, by seven per 
cent; and in community services, by 
three per cent.

Allocating IL1b. through the backdoor

EGYPT has now at Larnaca joined Israel at Entebbe and West 
Germany at Mogadishu in demonstrating the extreme but un- 
_ avoidable lengths to which nations must go if the Crime of the 
Seventies — political assessination and terrorism — is to be ex- 


tirpated. 


It has long been no secret that the madness that is Palestinian 
terrorism constitutes more of a threat to the Arab states and to 
their politica] establishments, which have often harboured 
these terrorists in their midst, than to the ostensible enemy, 


Israel. 


President Sadat is to be commended for taking what must 
have been a politically difficult decision, but a decision which 
could not have gone otherwise in view of the cold-blooded 
murder of his confidant, Youssef el-Sibaei. Failure to act 
decisively after Cyprus rejected Egyptian demands that the 
Arab killers be handed over to Cairo for punishment, would 
have been an admission of Egyptian impotence in the face of the 
Arab Rejectionist Front’s murderous plans for Sadat himself. 

It is not yet clear how world opinion will react to Egypt's 
flouting of Cypriot sovereignty. At the time of Israel's dramatic 
rescue raid at Entebbe legal purists provided a jarring note in 
the midst of otherwise universal acclaim by criticizing Israel's 
violation of Uganda's sovereignty. 

Perhaps the double standard which has always judged Arab 
actions on a different scale from that applied to Israel will in 
this case lead towards a further dilution of the mindless applica- 
tion of the principle of sovereignty. Certainly this principle 
should not be accorded the unquestioned respect it has claimed 
when it is unabashedly exploited to give asylum — and a chance 
to kill again — to political murderers. ἢ 

Just as Egypt should be commended for belatedly joining the 
Hist of opponents of terror, 50 should Greek Cyprus be condemn- 
ed for its‘long-standing policy of providing a haven and staging 
ground for Palestinian terrorism. 

Cyprus is courting the danger of joining the list of mad outlaw 
states such as Uganda and Libya whose acts of criminal collu- 
sion have made international aerial terrorism possible. 
Nicosia’s own international position is sufficiently shaky to re- 
quire a soul-searching revision of this policy. The Palestinian 
terrorists to whom it has been playing host, while they declared 
‘their murderous intentions against Israel, today threaten 
Egypt, but tomorrow may well turn their guns on their Cypriot 


hosts. 


Legalized draft dodging 


THE SHIMRON REPORT on organized crime has pointed out 
that general disrespect for the law has helped create the con- 


ditions for the growth of crime. 


On the very same day that this report was issued the Cabinet 
approved a bill “easing army exemptions for orthodox women,” 
in fulfilment of Prime Minister Begin’s coalition promises to 


Agudat Yisrael. 


For those who are not immediately aware of the connection 
between these two events, it should be pointed out that the bill 
constitutes a legalized permit to win exemption from army duty 


by lying. 


Orthodox girls from a truly orthodox background have never 
had any problem in gaining exemption from army service. 
Agudat Yisrael made an issue over the handful of cases in which 
‘draft boards could simply not countenance the bare-faced lying 
of totally non-religious girls who nonetheless claimed a religious 
upbringing to win exemptions from service. ᾿ 

For Agudat Yisrael this demand itself was ἃ compromise for 
it has consistently opposed military service for ali girls as being 
tantamount to induction into a life of prostitution. 

This extreme demand would not be accepted by the army high 
command nor by the Likud leadership with Mr. Begin at its 

_ head. The result was a compromise — one of the most shameful 
in the life of the young Likud government — calling for 


legislated legitimation of.falsehood, on the part 


of young women 


who are not in fact orthodox-and have no intention of becoming 


80. 


The army will survive this draft-dodging, but it is doubtful 
whether a government that affirms such duplicity can be ex- 
pected to dea! with the underlying social attitudes against which 
the Shimron Committee so justly inveighed.

Even when Finance Minister 
Ehrlich declared apartheid '‘an in- 
ternal matter" of South Africa, no 
public outcry followed. Nobody 
seemed to remember thet those 
were the very words used by the 
rulers of an apathetic, or perhaps 
calculating, Western world during 
the 1990's whenever Jews tried to 
mobilize support against the Nazi 
regime. 

Those same terrible words, now 
uttered by one of our own leadera, 
made epparently no impression on 
our usually vociferous patriota, who 
always pride themselves on their 
historic conaciousness as Jews. 
Forgotten was the fact that only one 
generation ago the Nuremberg laws, 
the concentration camps, the first 
signs of the impending Holocaust 
were declared “‘an internal matter" 
of Germany, which should not be 
allowed to impede the pursuit of 
“vital national interests" of other 
countries.

So, insteed of building high-rise”

Icould continue, but what I want to 
emphasize is that, instead of 
providing contingency plans for. 
those who want to leave develop- 
ment towns, as Mogulof. advocates, 
these towns should serve 85 the 
answer to those who want to leave 
the city in search of a higher quality 
of living.

other soft drugs), why should he 
want it to be a crime to use it? 
Regardless of the fact that the ver- 
dict that cannabis is no more harm- 
ful than wine has: indeed been 
already rendered, why won't Dr. 
Levin himself wait until he knows 
more about its effects before he 
would have us throw anyone in jail 
for using it? Instead, Dr. Levin 
would have us incarcerate someone 
because cannabis ‘‘might" be poten- 
tially harmful to him. Where is the 
sense to that? 

‘We don’t throw a womar in jail for 
use of the pil] which has proven to be 
far more dangerous than pot. Nor for 


the use of alcohol, nor for smoking - 


cigarettes, which are clear and pre- 

sent dangers as cannabis is not.

Even if they did, and 
there is only controversial evidence 
for this claim, as he himself admits, 
shall users be put in 1441 because 
they can become dependent upon it? 
Is that a reason it should be illegal 
and users jailed along with 
murderers and thieves? One can 
become far ‘more dependent on other 
soft drugs such as caffeine and 
nicotine, and on coca-cola and Hquor

ous than cannabis. 

It is rather to come 

upon 4‘ psychiatrist so primed to 


miss apartheid as ‘‘an internal 
matter” that has nothing to do with 


arguments at Israel's disposal, Since 
‘we have very few elements of power 
{raw materials or power blocs) on 
our side, we, least of all nations, can 
afford to underrate the value of 
moral commitments. But why is it 
cousidered “cynical” for the U.S. to 
pursue her selfish interests in Arab 
states, while our own flirtation with 
the land of apartheld is nothing but 
purest ethical hehaviour?
